PARNELL’S  PERSONAL  APPEARANCE 

How  it  Um  Been  Misapprehended  and 
Exaggerated. 

Nature  has  stamped  on  the  person  of 
this  remarkable  man  the  qualities  of  his 
mind  and  temperament.  His  face  is 
singularly  lguidsoine,  and  at  a  first  glance 
might  even  appiear  too  delicate  to  lie 
strong.  ’  The  nose  is  long  and  thin  and: 
carved,  not  molded;  the  mouth  is  well 
cut:  the  oheeks  are  paUid;  t lie  forehead 
jierfcctly  round,  and  as  striking  as  the 
forehead  of  the  first  Najxileon,  and  the 
eyes  are  dark  and  unfathomable.  The 
passer  by  in  the  streets,  taking  a  casual 
look  at  those  lieautifully  chiseled  features 
and  at  the  air  of  perfect  tranquillity, 
would  l>e  inclined  to  think  that  Mr.  Par¬ 
nell  wap  a  very  handsome  young  man, 

.  who  probably  had  graduated  at  West 
Point  and  would  iu  due  time  die  in  a 
skirmish  with  tlie  Indians.  But  a  closer 
look  would  show  the  great  ixjKsibilitii'S 
beneath  this  face.  The  mouth,  esjiecially 
the  under  lip,  speaks  of  a  grip  that  never 
•  loosens;  the  eye,  when  it  is  fluxed,  tells  of 
the  inflexible  will  beneath,  and  the  tran¬ 
quillity  of  the  expression  is  the  tranquillity 
of  the' nature  that  wills  anil  wins. 

Similarly  with  his  figure.  It  looks 
slight  almost  to  frailty;  but  a  glance  will 
show  tliat  the  bones  are  large,  the  hija 
broad  and  the  walk  firm;  in  fact,  Mr. 
Parnell  trauma  the  ground  rather  than 
walks.  The  hands  are  firm,  anil  even  the 
way  they  grasp  a  pencil  has  a  significance.

,he  used  to  be  portrayed  in  the  truthful 
pages  of  English  comic  journalism  with  a 
buttered  hat.  a  long  upper  lip,  a  shillelah 
in  lus  hand,  a  clay  pij**  in  his  caubeen. 
Even  to  this  day  jxjrtraits  after  this  fash¬ 
ion  ap|>ear  in  the  lower  class  journals  that 
think  the  caricature  of  the  Irish  face  the 
best  of  all  (xissilile  jokes. 

Parnell  is  passionately  fond  of  Ireland; 
is  happier  and  healthier  on  its  soil  than  in 
any  other  |>art  of  the  world,  and  Is  almost 
hignti-d  in  tin*  intensity  of  his  jiatriotisiq. 
Hut  he  might  easily  be  taken  for  a  native 
of  another  country.  Residence  for  the 
lirst  years  of  his  life  in  English  schools 
has  given  him  a  strong  English  accent 
and  an  essentially  English  manner;  and 
from  his  American  mother  he  has  got,  ifa 
all  pri liability,  the  healthy  palor,  tile 
delicate  chiseling,  the  impassive  look  and 
the  resolute  eye  tliat  are  typical  of  the 
children  of  the  great  republic.  Such  is 
the  mail  in  brief  who  to-day  is  perhaps  the 
most  jiotent  personality  in  ail  the  many, 
nations  and  races  of  tiie  earth. — Great 
Irish  Struggle. 

Mere  riiyxical  Iui|)re*»lv»neM.

stituted  invention.  A  monk,  not  a  sol¬ 
dier,  •  invented  gunpowder.  Savage 
strength  is  powerless  against  the  needle 
gun  and  the  unseen  torjiedo.  This  does 
not  annihilate  the  value  of  physical 
health  and  strength,  but  it  rendapts  their 
use.  The  young  man  even  in  a  military 
school  has  his  Middy  health  trained  not 
that  he  may  grasp  his  opponent  in  his 
mighty  ariiis  and  throw  him  to  the  earth, 
as  formerly,  but  that  lie  may  have  his 
head  clear.
